In the response 
filed on 2/25/2008, appellant shows status identifiers, brackets and figure numbers for example "(CURRENTLY AMENDED", "said bag 
being illustrated as item 5 in Figures 1 (Sheet 1 of 8 drawing pages)" and others. This is not a clean copy of claims . 
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
